There is no mistake about this, and tho 
most eloquent defense that tho American 
system of protection can have is simply n 
comparison of the condition of tho 
working classes in any port of Europe} 
especially in England, •with tho working 
classes of tho United States. 


There is no country in tho world 


where workingmen receive such high 
wag>is as they do in this country, und 
even tho best paid labor in Europe pets 
not more than holt of the wages paid in 
the United States. It does not require 
any argument for a ni»u ot common in- 
telligence to see the gloom nud tho rnin 
that naturally confronts tho doctrine of 
free trade. There is to-day, in England, 
an unfortunate slate of things as regards 
:ho condition of the working people. 
There is an over-production of nearly all 
duds of goods, and the press of England 
and all her public men uro clamoring 
'or Cleveland and Honclricks and free 
irade, so that .the surplus of manufac- 
tured articles can be shipped to this 
country. That would be a splendid thing 
for Great Britain especially for her man- 
ufacturers and her working people, but 
it would be robbery and ruin to tho 
American working people.

It rarely happens 
hat a woman is fo.nd engaged tt a farm 
hand in the United States, In Europe tho 
condition of the women is deplorable in 
the eitreme, but the -working women in 
Massachusetts eained §30,OCO,C(JO in 1SSO, 
and put one-quarter of thisintho savings 
jauka.

MINISTERS AND SUICIDES. 
Last Sunday afternoon • Monsignor 


Capel, the noted Catholic divine, made 
an addrass at West Hoboken, New Jei« 
soy, in which ho discus aed the cause ot 
suicide. Unlike many of his profession 
who denounce crying evils in a general 
way without giving the facts and figures 
relating to them, tho distinguished ora- 
or presented statistics. iio showed that 
suicides in Saxony during the past year 
numbered 2,064, thoso in England 3.CCO, 
while in tho United States the average 
per year was 1,700. Ho proceeded to 
analyze the causes which led to the 3S3 
snioides reported in this country during 
tho past three months and finds that 72 
of the number were traceable to insanity 
caused by ill-health, 5-1 to family trou 
bles, 11 to special sicknesses, 33 t^fbnai 
ness embarrassments, 29 to irngnlarities 
and 23 to dissipation, tho causes .in the 


remainder of tho cases not being stated.

and not go into the details of a story 
which show that tho whole occurrence 
was chargeable to the folly ot others, 
and not to either of tho two whose inbr- 
osts were involved.

engaging, beneath strong social tenden- 
cies and a chivalrous old-fashioned def- 
erence ts women of all agca and (ill 
claims. Hie peculiar rid reverential de- 
meanor towards the sex, never vaiiod by 
rank or station, or individual attractions 
was doubtless in a largo degree caused 
iy tho tender memory of what he had 
'ound, or fancied ho found, in her whom 
lehadJost, in his early days, by f,uch a 
crnel fate. If her death had not preven- 
;ud thoir marriage, it is probable that a 
purely professional and domestic lif« 
would have filled up the measure alike 
of hie happiness and ambition.

certain that this occurrence prevented 
nm from over marrying, and impelled 
lim again into public life after ho had 
onco resolved to quit it.

;his catastrophe ho wes offered a nomin- 
ation to a seat in.Congr :s. He did not 
uppoBe that ho could be elected, and 
did not much desire to bo. But he was 
itrongly urged to accept the candidacy,
